According to Russian reports the 
army of Field Marshal Oyama con­ 
fronting the Russian forces in the vi 
cinify of the Shakhe river has been 
reinforced by from 40,000 to 60,000 
men from Port Arthur and Japan

has received 
nearly equal accessions to his forces 
although recent dispatches from Muk­ 
den intimated the contrary and con 
veyed the impression that the present 
moment finds the Russians not well 
prepared to meet a Japanese advance 
which is questioned, owing to the tact 
that the period since the close of the 
battle of Shakhe river has been de 
voted to a strenuous preparation fot 
the 
work of 
entrenching. Both 
armies are in close touch and an out­ 
post brush or reconnaissance may 
bring on a general engagement There 
is much cannonading of positions on 
botli sides, Poultiloff (Lone Tree Hill) 
being a marked center.

Ft. Petersburg, Nov. 1.—Everything 
indicates that both the Japanese and 
the Russian armies south of Mukden 
arc ready for a resumption of hostili­ 
ties. it indeed fighting has not already 
begun. General Kuropatkin reports 
that the Japanese have received rein­ 
forcements from the south and Feng- 
wangcheng. Their concentration seems 
to have been accomplished and they 
are ready to resume the offensive both 
east and west of the railroad. There 
is no official estimate of the strength 
of the Japanese reinforcements, but 
correspondents place it at from 40,u00 
to 60,000. It is believed that the Japa­ 
nese force has been very largely aug­ 
mented both from Port Arthur, where 
an engineering siege has been begun, 
and Japan, from whence it is under­ 
stood every available man is being 
drafted. It seems to be assured that 
the Japan ■ <■ will he able to meet Gen­ 
eral Kuropatkin on almost if not quite 
an equal numerical footing. The mere 
fact tha they are again threatening 
a double Hanking movement indicates 
Field Marshal Oyama's confidence in 
the sufficiency of the force at his dis­ 
posal. 
It is believed here that the second 
battle on the Shakhe river will prove 
to be as much bigger and more serious 
than the first, as the first was more 
serious than the battle of Liaovang. 
General Kuropatkin is confronted by 
an exceedingly difficult problem. He 
is pitted against a Japanese force 
stronger, even despite its recent 
losses, than that first opposing his 
southern advance. 


Problem Confronting 
Kuropatkin. 
If Kuropatkin now succeeds in 
checking the Japanese formation it 
will open large possibilities for the 
brief remainder of the present year’s 
campaign. On the other hand a Rus­ 
sian reverse now would render the po­ 
sition exceedingly critical. 
Dispatches indicate the resumption 
of fighting on both extremities of the 
Russian front. The night of Oct. 30 
the Japanese attacked the Russian en­ 
trenchments east 
of Sinchinpu, hut 
were repulsed, though the bombard­ 
ment continued throughout the night. 
A Japanese advance has also begun 
against the Russian positions at Tun- 
ganon. a mile and a half north of 
Bentsiapntze. where they encountered 
a heavy Russian fire. 
Thus it appears that the Japanese 
are becoming aggressive along the 
whole front from Bentsiapntze, on the 
extreme cast, to Sinchinpu. which is 
west of the Shakhe river, where I hat 
stream bends south after crossing the 
railroad. This probably constituted 
the extreme Russian west, making tho 
battle front about the sanie as when 
General Kuropatkin began his south­ 
ern movement. 
The latest reports from Port Arthur 
are by no means encouraging. Gen­ 
eral Stoessel is making a good defense, 
hut the Japanese are approaching now 
by parallels, confessedly closely to im­ 
portant Russian fortifications. While 
this form of attack is less spectacular 
and loss costly in men than repeated 
assaults, it is no less conclusive in ul­ 
timate results, demanding a sleepless 
defense and being almost impossible 
to frustrate.

IOO feet fu rth er west, where it settled 
gracefully to the ground. 
The descent of the Arrow w as the 
signal for a dem onstration the equal 
ot which has not been seen since the 
wheels of the w orld's fair started last 
April in response to the pressure on 
a key by Presid en t Roosevelt. Dozens 
of eager hands were upstretched to 
grasp trio fram e of the airship and the 
flying m achine w ith its daring n a v i­ 
gator w ere carried 
around the con­ 
course upon the shoulders of shouting 
men. 
Crowd Cheers Aeronaut. 


Hats w ere thrown 
in the a ir and 
when K u ala us hue 
called for 
three 
cheers for his home town, they were 
given w ith a w ill and 
another round 
followed t or Knabenshue and Raid w in. 
The successful flight came as a c li­ 
max to a day full of discouragem ent. 
Baldw in and Knabenshue had worked 
for twenty-six hours without sleep in 
order to pre pare for the Hight and the 
first essay at an ascent, with Bald w in 
him self in com m and 
of the airship, 
had ended 
disastrously, 
the Arrow- 
falling 
suddenly to 
the ground 
and 
breaking one of the blades of the pro­ 
peller. 
The dam age was soon repaired 
and wit ii Knabenshue in charge the 
airship was

The A rro w rose slowly ami easily, 
its prow directed

der an I tho aerial craft, answ ering to 
its helm, pointed south and continued 
its Hight w ithout interruption.

A ‘ about that time the light breeze 
from the northwest increased to about 
eight, m iles an hour and veered to the 
north, 
in order to return to the s ta rt­ 
ing point- lr w as necessary for K n a b e n ­ 
shue to breast this breeze. 
H is first 
effort to turn the airship from a course 
before the w ind was unsuccessful. H e 
attem pted several times to turn to the 
left and then suddenly swung the rud­ 
der sharply in the other direction and 
the Arrow- cam e into the wind, stag­ 
gered a m om ent, 
and then 
gaining 
power cam e tow ard the concourse at a 
speed that caused 
the spectators to 
cheer and toss their hats into the air. 
The C alifo rn ia Arrow continued on 
in the 
teeth of 
the breeze, 
gaining 
speed and

W h e n 
within a few hundred

St. Txmis. Nov. 1.—After circling in 
every direction at a height of 2.Oho 
feet above the Cascades, in sight o' 
thousands of cheering, enthusiast: 
spectators on the world's fair ground 
A. Roy Knabenshue of Toledo, O., in 
command of the Baldwin airship, 
Monday returned to the place from 
which he had started over the same 
course that he had gone, covering the 
three miles and a half of the round 
trip under his own power and demon­ 
strating the claims of the inventor, 
Captain S. Baldwin of San Francisco, 
that “the California Arrow is not only 
dirigible, but that it can make head­ 
way against *t moderate brc zed' 
Knabenshue started from the aer- 
n&utie comoutse at 3:37 p. m. and re­ 
turned after his remarkable flight at 
4:05 p. m. In the round trip the air­ 
ship sailed back to the exact spot 
where it had risen arid glided about 
100 feet further west, where it settled 
gracefully to the ground. 
The descent of the Arrow was the 
signal for a demonstration the equal 
oi which has not been seen since the 
wheels of the world's fair started last 
April in response to the pressure on 
a key by President Roosevelt. Dozens 
of eager hands were upstretched to 
grasp tne frame of the airship and the 
flying machine with its daring navi­ 
gator were carried around the con­ 
course upon the shoulders of shouting 
men. 
Crowd Cheers Aeronaut. 
Hats were thrown in the air and 
when Knabenshue called for three 
cheers for his home town, they were 
given with a will and another round 
followed for Knabenshue and Baldwin. 
The successful flight came as a cli­ 
max to a day full of discouragement. 
Baldwin and Knabenshue had worked 
for twenty-six hours without sleep in 
order to prepare for the flight and the 
first essay at an ascent, with Baldwin 
himself in command of the airship, 
had ended 
disastrously, the Arrow 
falling suddenly to the ground and 
breaking one of the blades of the pro­ 
peller. The damage was soon repaired 
and with Knabenshue in charge the 
airship was ast loose and the motor 
started. 
The Arrow rose slowly and easily, 
its prow directed toward the west. 
When at a height of about twenty- 
five fieet Knabenshue turned the rud­ 
der and the aerial craft, answering to 
its helm, pointed south and continued 
its flight without interruption. After 
clearing the fence the Arrow soon at­ 
tained a heit lit of 1.000 feet and passed 
over the crowd in the concourse. Al­ 
ter proceeding about half to three- 
quarters of a mile westward Knaben- 
shue turned 
the airship about and 
again passed over the concourse, in­ 
creasing his altitude until he was 
about 2,000 feet above the earth. 
Sailing first to the northeast and 
then to the southeast, occasionally 
making complete turns. Knabenshue 
continued in a generally easterly di­ 
rection until over the Cascades, the 
center of the world's fair grounds and 
about a mile and a hall in a direct 
line from the point of starting. 
Sailed 
Against the Wind. 
A‘ about that time the light breeze 
from the northwest increased to about 
eight, miles an hour and veered to the 
north, in order to return to the start­ 
ing poinL it, was necessary for Knaben­ 
shue to breast this breeze. His first 
effort to turn the airship from a course 
before the wind was unsuccessful. He 
attempted several times to turn to the 
left and then suddenly swung the rud­ 
der sharply in the other direction and 
the Arrow came into the wind, stag­ 
gered a moment, and then gaining 
power came toward the concourse at a 
speed thr.t caused the spectators to 
cheer and toss their hats into the air. 
The California Arrow continued on 
in the teeth of the breeze, gaining 
speed and rushing toward the con­ 
course in an imposing manner. When 
within a few hundred yards of the 
concourse the Arrow sailed toward the 
ground without a diminishment 
of 
speed. 
Knabenshue entered the concourse 
from the east at a height of about 200 
feet and slowing tho speed of his mo­ 
tor, directed the airship directly over 
the wooden trestles that had support­ 
ed the Arrow before the flight started. 
His momentum was too great to admit 
of stopping exactly in the place from 
which lie had made the ascent, but the 
airship settled to the ground within 
100 feet. 
After Knobcnshue had assisted in 
housing the airship in the aerdrome he 
was tendered an ovation, for he had 
made the most remarkable flight in 
the history of American aeronautics. 
Captain Baldwin will try to win the 
world’s fair prize of $100,000 with the 
Am**v.
